To' thé peoples of -,the , debtor coun- 
tries the question has other aspects. 
Although tlie major principles of ec- 
onomics Imve had but little Influence 
upon governmental policy hi any 
country' during the last ten years, yet 
economic Uw exacts Its own retribu- 
tion. , The 'débts are ' to an . amount 
greater than ihe amount of gold, in 
outside countries; payments can be 
made only In goods. In order to re- 
ceive "payments a country must expect 
to import more than it exports, or 
else continue . to . maije annual loans 
td' ari^amount which; wUl offset pay- 
ments of principal and interest and 
the excess of her: exports. There Is no 
other possibility. This principle is as 
simple OS that implied in the state- 
ment that two and two make four. It 
is a bitter experience "or the debtors 
to' be told that *hese statements are 
philosophic arguments, that they do 
not iîave anything to do with the sub- 
jects under discussion, that thfey con- 
stitute irrelevant argtiments brought 
forward in order to cloud the issue. 
The great economists . of both the 
united States and Europe have said 
that these , statements are pertinent 
and tliat- it was the, continued effort 
to circumvent the! working of this na- 
tural law which was the factor most 
directly responsible for the 'deprea- 
slon.
